With three knife wounds in his breast 
and bleeding profusely from one of the knife thrusts which had pene- 
trated an artery in his right breast, O'Neill was taken to the city hos- 
pital at midnight as>d was Immediately operated upon by Dr. Sinks and 
Dr. Neville, who were called to attend' him immediately after the stab- 
bing occurred. At 2 o'clock this morning the wounded man's condition 
was regarded as serious but the attending snrgeons stated that there 
was an even chance for his recovery. 


So far as conld be learned from attaches of the Oak Buffet, in which 


place O'Neill had been Jnst before the cutting affray occurred, O'Neill 
stepped into that place only a few minutes before the closing hour of 
11 o'clock. He invited a few friends to join with him in a drink and a 
man who was standing at the bar took exceptions because he was not 
invited to join the party in the refreshment. A vile name was passed 
by the offended party to O'Neill and as a fight seemed' imminent, the 
proprietor and his bartender. Jay O'Brien both stepped out and told the 
quarrelsome men that no trouble of any character would be permitted 
in the house.

It is within the power of this government, or of the state govern- 


ment, to stop now what bids fair to becotnu a nation-wide traffic in vulgar 
music titles.
